FORCED TO RAISE PRICE. 



Counties Gas & Electric Company Make 
, Small Increase. 



The Counties Gas & Fleet ric Com- 
pany aiiiHvtthces/' to the public a raise 
in the price of gas of 10 cents per 1000 
cubic feet. The new rates will go into 
effect on September 15, and will be 
$1.20 per 1000 cubic feet for the first 
10,000 feet and a discount. of 10 cents 
per 1000 feet is given from payment 
within the. discount period. 

The company maintained its old rates 
during the entire war period and when 
the country was. suffering from short- 
age of coal, with costs sfill mounting, 
the company. has been compelled to take 
a raise of 10 cents per 1000 cubic feet, 
and it is one of the very few public 
utilities companies that has alone borne 
the increased costs of manufacture dur- 
ing the war period.

They waited patiently for signs 
of a decrease in the cost of material 
and oils, but as no droji came they were 
forced to take stops to increase their 
revenue.

all. that can be done to assist us in keep- 
ing this little paper before our read- 
ers from week to week. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

The Borough seems to be a little slack 
in performing some of its duties. Col- 
lection of ashes this month was omitted, 
the reason given being pressing work 
on the roads. But ash collection is more 
important to many householders than 
road work, especially when it is duo 
only once a month. Despite the in- 
creased use of gas stoves, there are 
still many coal ranges in use, and ashes 
accumulate in four weeks. Then, too, 
some of our people were awuy at last 
collecting time. 

Speaking of road work, we notice that 
the cleaning of gutters is not attended 
to as in 'Squire McClellen's time. 
Some sections of our streets have gotten 
filled with weeds and coarse grass. One 
does not yet see the sign on street cor- 
ners leading from the two pikes to Nar- 
berth, the need for which was so forc- 
ibly set forth last month by Mr. Free- 
man.

My impression, after my first attend- 
ance at a meeting of Council, on Mon- 
day, September 8, as a representative 
of the Narberth Civic Association, is 
that the Borough is to be congratulated 
upon the thorough and business-like 
methods of our municipal authorities in 
dealing with the questions relating to 
the Borough and its citizens.

The Finance Committee presented 
bills aggregating $2,994.36, which were 
approved for payment. 

Officer Hill again reported the park- 
ing of several cars at very late hours 
of the night without lights. Summary 
action may be taken if owners don 't 
take heed. 

Our guardian of the law is also very- 
keen on wrongdoers, especially those 
who are guilty of that minor offense of 
"joy-riding" in another man's car 
without notification to the owner. Mr. 
Hill had a personal conference with 
three such parties during the month, 
but he did not divulge the outcome, out- 
side of the fact that he arrested them. 
.•Mil.-!) was contributed to the Police 
Pension Fund for services rendered by 
the Philadelphia police during the re- 
cent race meet at Belmont track. 

As before intimated, some property 
owners will probably regret they did not 
co-operate with the Committee on High- 
ways and Sewers in connection with the 
sidewalks and gutters, for which they 
are responsible. 

The Committee on Finance is author- 
ity for the statement that as soon as 
Tax Collector Jones can remit some of, 
the P.Hil taxes just that soon can some 
of our loans be reduced.

Section 1 of the Act of April 3, HKJ3, 
P. L. 138, amending Section 20 of the 
Act of June 18, 1895, P. L. 203, reads 
as follows: 

"No justice of the peace, member oi 
Council, or other officers, except school 
directors, constables, or election officers, 
shall, at the same time, be a member 
of the Board of Health of such munici- 
pality, or hold any office or appointment 
under the same." 

I have therefore removed Charles V. 
Noel as a member of the Board of 
Health, effective this date, and have 
appointed in his stead E. C. Griswold to 
serve the unexpired portion of the term, 
the same effective as of this date. Mr. 
Griswold 's term will expire May 1, 
1920. 

I would advise you that under tho 
provisions of the Act cited above, the 
continuation in office of A. P. Redifer 
as Secretary of the Board of Health is 
illegal and 1 would suggest to you that 
he be replaced at once. I have called 
this to the attention of Mr. Redifer. 

The reasons why Messrs. Noel and 
Redifer are not legally holding their 
places with the Board of Health are 
that the former is an officer of the Bor- 
ough Council and the latter is a mem- 
ber thereof.

In behalf of this association and the 
weekly paper published under its aus- 
pices I had the pleasure to receive an 
invitation to report on a Council meet- 
ing held in the Borough Hall one even- 
ing a couple of weeks ago. It seemed 
almost a mystery for years as to how 
the material side of this suburban (own 
was cared for, as 1 never heard it men- 
tioned. Usually in places where we had 
taken up our abode years past the guid- 
ing elders of any little hamlet appear- 
ed very important. After four years' 
acquaintance with a few citizens whom 
I had learned to esteem very highly, the 
occasion arose to behold the ardent la, 
bor of the Borough Council of Narberth. 
From time to time it had been a ques- 
tion in my mind as to whether a vital 
interest was being manifested in things 
material concerning this beautiful lit- 
tle spot which in our younger days' we 
knew by the name of Elm Station. 

■Certainly, many of us willingly ad- 
mit the great difficulty encountered, 
where social kindness and church adher- 
ence may have the influence to benumb 
the enforcement of laws written and 
customs unwritten, and yet urgent as 
to the keeping, because so much depends 
upon the attitude of the individual in 
the discharge of daily ethics. 

Being a believer in constraining influ- 
ence rather than restraint, and in volun- 
tary sacrifice rather than shirking the 
common duties falling upon all men 
alike in their different avocations, it. 
was with great satisfaction 1 witnessed 
the Borough Council at work. Being 
men who by fair judgment had all pass- 
ed the quarter century mark 1 know 
from experience that even a couple 
evenings each month may he reluctant- 
ly given to philanthropic work where a 
person is certain of some appreciation, 
not to say anything about the time nec- 
essary to devote, when some suburban 
Sylvanopolis is to be lifted from the 
Miihryotic state to be put on the map 
jus! in straight business and respectable 
fashion. 

Hail the men who guide the material 
side of the Borough. II' the Borough 
is worthy of note because of its fortu- 
nate location, it will only be of greater 
value as a place of residence by being 
taken care of in unselfish endeavor to 
bring about, the greatest comfort to its 
inhabitants as a whole. To begin with, 
the Burgess, Mr. Downes, reported on 
the Shade Tree Commission; Mr. Hall, 
the president, having been authorized 
by Council at their last meeting to act 
in the matter of paving Price avenue, 
reported on same; Dr. Furies and Mr. 
E. Cramer were appointed members of 
Hoard of Health in accordance with 1 1n: 
Horough Code; monthly report by the 
Treasurer, Mr. E. P. Bold; Mr. Wentz, 
Chairman of Committee of Highways 
and Sewers, reported oil same and pre- 
sented sealed bids from Messrs. Moore 
and Cordetti for construction of curbs, 
gutters and sidewalks on the east side 
of Haverford avenue; Mr. Redifer, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, re- 
ported. Mr. Downes reported having 
made arrangements for additional help 
iluring the grand cin-.nit races, and also 
for the inspection of auto licenses. Sev- 
eral ordinances were read and passed 
second reading, one ordinance being, 
'It is unlawful to erect permanent awn- 
ings over or upon the sidewalks of the 
Borough.'

No. 191. 
AN ORDINANCE. 

An Ordinance making it unlawful to 
erect permanent awnings over or upon 
the sidewalks of the Borough. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That from and after the 
passage of this Ordinance it shall bo 
unlawful for any person or persons, 
firm, co-partnership or corporation to 
erect over or upon the sidewalks of the 
Borough of Narberth awnings of a per- 
manent character. 

Section 2. Any person or persons, 
firm, co-partnership or corporation vio- 
lating the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be liable to a fine of Twenty-five 
($25) dollars to be collected as provided 
by law, and any awning erected in vio- 
lation of the terms of this Ordinance 
shall be removed by the proper officers 
of the Borough if the owner thereof 
shall have failed to remove same after 
24 hours' notice so to do.

No. 192. 
AN ORDINANCE. 

To amend an Ordinance entitled, "An 
Ordinance providing for the election of 
a Building Inspector, regulating the 
erection, construction, tearing down, 
moving and alteration of buildings in 
the Borough of Narberth, and provid- 
ing for the issuing of permits and in- 
spection of buildings, " approved March 
8, 1915. 

BE IT ENACTED by the Council of 
the Borough of Narberth, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, that an Ordinance entitled, "An 
Ordinance providing for the election of 
a Building Inspector, regulating the 
erection, construction, tearing down, 
moving and alteration of buildings in 
the Borough of Narberth, and provid- 
ing for the issuing of permits and in- 
spection of buildings," approved the 
eighth day of March, 1915, be and the 
same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto the following sections: 

Sec. 20. That any building now erect- 
ed within the Borough of Narberth that 
may hereafter be altered into an apart- 
ment or lodging house shall be provided 
with the necessary fire escapes and 
safety devices required by the laws of 
Pennsylvania. 

Sec. 21. That any building hereafter 
erected within the Borough of Narberth 
for use as an apartment house or lodg- 
ing house shall, throughout its entire 
height, have its walls constructed of 
non-inflammable material and of the 



thickness set forth in Section 10 of the 
Ordinance to which this is an amend- 
ment; and provided further that the 
construction of such apartment house or 
lodging house shall in all respects com- 
ply with the laws of Pennsylvania re- 
lating thereto. 

Sec. 22. All Ordinances or parts of 
Ordinances heretofore enacted which 
may be contrary to or inconsistent with 
this Ordinance are hereby repealed.

FORCED TO RAISE PRICE. 



Counties Gas & Electric Company Make 
, Small Increase. 



The Counties Gas & Electric. Com- 
pany annoiTiit'i* to the public a raise 
in the price of gas of 10 cents per 1000 
cubic feet. The new rates will go into 
effect on September 15, and will be 
$1.20 per .1000 cubic feet for the first 
10,000 feet and a discount of 10 cents 
per 1000 feet is given from payment 
within the discount period. 

The company maintained its old rates 
during the entire war period and when 
the country was. suffering from short- 
age of coal, with costs still mounting, 
the company. has been compelled to take 
a raise of 10 cents per 1000 cubic feet, 
and it is one of the very few public 
utilities companies that has alone borne 
the increased costs of manufacture dur- 
ing the war period. 

John L. Mather, mnnngir for this 
district, explained the necessity for 
this increase to help the company keep 
its equipment and plants in condition 
to maintain its usual satisfactory serv- 
ice. They waited patiently for signs 
of a decrease in the cost of material 
and oils, but as no drop came they were 
forced to take steps to increase their 
revenue. 

Even with the increase we are en- 
joying lower rates than those charged 
by other suburban companies.

No. 191. 
AN ORDINANCE. 

An Ordinance making it unlawful to 
erect permanent awnings over or upon 
the sidewalks of the Borough. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That from and after the 
passage of this Ordinance it shall bo 
unlawful for any person or persons, 
firm, co-partnership or corporation to 
erect over or upon the sidewalks of the 
Borough of Narberth awnings of a per- 
manent character. 

Section 2. Any person or persons, 
firm, co-partnership or corporation vio- 
lating the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be liable to a fine of Twenty-five 
($25) dollars to be collected as provided 
by law, and any awning erected in vio- 
lation of the terms of this Ordinance 
shall be removed by the proper officers 
of the Borough if the owner thereof 
shall have failed to remove same after 
24 hours' notice so to do.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To amend an Ordinance entitled, ' 'An 
Ordinance providing for the election of 
a Building Inspector, regulating the 
erection, construction, tearing down, 
moving and alteration of buildings in 
the Borough of Narberth, and provid- 
ing for the issuing of permits and in- 
spection of buildings, ' ' approved March 
8, 1915. 

BE IT ENACTED by the Council of 
the Borough of Narberth, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, that an Ordinance entitled, "An 
Ordinance providing for the election of 
a Building Inspector, regulating the 
erection, construction, tearing down, 
moving and alteration of buildings in 
the Borough of Narberth, and provid- 
ing for the issuing of permits and in- 
spection of buildings," approved the 
eighth day of March, 1915, be and the 
same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto the following sections: 

Sec. 20. That any building now erect- 
ed within the Borough of Narberth that 
may hereafter be altered into an apart- 
ment or lodging house shall be provided 
with the necessary fire escapes and 
safety devices required by the laws of 
Pennsylvania. 

See. 21. That any building hereafter 
erected within the Borough of Narberth 
for use as an apartment house or lodg- 
ing house shall, throughout its entire 
height, have its walls constructed of 
non-inflammable material and of the 



thickness set forth in Section 10 of the 
Ordinance to which this is an amend- 
ment; and provided further that the 
construction of such apartment house or 
lodging house shall in all respects com- 
ply with the laws of Pennsylvania re- 
lating thereto. 

■Sec. 22. All Ordinances or parts of 
Ordinances heretofore enacted which 
may be contrary to or inconsistent with 
this Ordinance are hereby repealed.
